At 2:30 o'clock on Monday afternoon 


the first barge load of prisoners from 
Admiral Cervera's wrecked fleet, who 
have been on the St. Louis in Forts- 
month harbor since Sunday morning, 
were landed on American soil. The 
big barge in tow of the (learner H. A. 
Mathes came tip to what is known as 
the Greeley landing at the above men- 
tioned hour and as soon as the marines 
had been stationed, the half clad and 
hungry looking crowd of Spaniards 
came ashore. They were a tough look- 
ing lot and [many were clothed only 
in 
their 
"Spanish dignity." 
Some 


of the sights witnessed by tno specta- 
tors were heart rending aud while our 
people have been bittter against all 
Spanish subjects, yet they could not 
but feel a pity within their hearts to see 
these ignorant and down-trodden sub- 
jects of a tyrannical power.strnggling to 
climb the steep hill on Seavey's island. 
Some of the sailors full on tho way and 
were forced to give up their attempts 
to reach the heights, without assistance. 
The first men landed were from all the 
vessels while the next load was the en- 
tire crew of the once pride of the Span, 
ish navy, the Cristobal Colon. To see 
the crippled and maimed sailors of even 
a nation, with whom the United States 
is now at war, was a sight that made 
the hearts of hundreds of women beat 
with sympathy for tturn, because they 
were carrying out the orders of a mis- 
governed country and not the acts of an 
intelligent people. It was 4:45 o'clock 
when the 692 prisoners had been put 
ashore and tho thirty or more injured 
men had been carried to the hospitals. 
Several of the worst cases* were taken 
to the regular naval hospital in the 
yard ambulance while the others were 
moved to the temporary hospital netr 
the prison. Crowds of people swarmed 
onto the island and many chatted with 
the "Dons" and traded cigars and tobac- 
co for buttons and other souvenirs. 
Admiral C. C. Carpenter, U. 8. N., 
commandant, gave bit personal atten 
tion to the plans of removing the pris 
oners and a* soon as they landed Colo- 
nel James C. Forney, IT. S. 81. C., took 
charge of them and at five o'clock they 
were boused in the building* wbere they 
will pass at least part of the summer sea 
son. When all the men bad entered the 
buildings a Herald man looked in on 
them and all appeared to be contented. 
The ship's cook* bad a steaming hot 
anpper awaiting the prisoner* and short- 
ly after six o'clock all ate a hearty 
meal. The prisoners appeared to bave 
all the fighting they eared for and were 
grateful to tbe men who wen oaring 
for them.

WHAT THM WAB MEANS. 


No such animated appearance was 


ever before presented .along the banks 
of the Piscataqua.- Jfo event of the 
war baa beld tbe same sort of interest 
for the people dwelling bere. Never 
before had prisoners speaking another 
tongue, representing another political 
system, another world almost, [been 
taken into the port of Portsmouth. 
Sever before had an admiral Jbeen '» 
prisoner fin this "port." or "any other 
American port, for that matter. 


The day marked a milestone on the 


road of new events in the affairs of the 
nation, and the people here felt it. 


There was something more than the 


mere spectacle of a lot of unkempt for- 
eigners being landed. There was a les 
son before their very eyes of what sea 
power means, what the man behind the 
gun stands for, what the lesson of free- 


Las brought about. 


Probably every man and woman in 


the crowds that dotted the headlands 
along the crooked Piscataqua felt the 
meaning of it all. 
They were thinking 


New Englanders were accustomed to 
read the signs of the times as well as 
the newt-papers. 


The spectacle was therefore worth 


more than it would be in many places 
as a great object lesson of what the war 
is doing.

HO HUMILIATION TOLEBATKD SPANIARDS. 


Bo long as they remained nnder the 


cooping of Captain Goodrich tbey were

clear Monday morning when a fleet of 
joyous pleasure boats came circling 
around the St. Lonis. One of tbe*e 
flaunted an American flag astern, and 
one of its occupants, a yonng man in 
knickerbockers, enthusiastically waved 
two other emblems of the free. 


"Say, yonng man," called Captain 


Goodrich, "do yon think it good ta*te 
to tw flaunting all those Hugs in tbe 
faceoftbeta captive Spaniard*? How 
wonld yon like it if yon were in their

r.VBTIN'G WITH HIS CREW. 


At 4:45 o'clock on Monday afternoon all 
tbe men from the Christobal Colon had 
been mustered and the sentries had 
been summoned to return aboard ship, 
when Captain Moreu, of the 
Colon, 


called Colonel James Forney, U. S. M. 
C , one side and said be would like to 
•ee all his men before he returned to the 
ship. The crowd had left the grounds 
when Captain E. Diaz Morew comman- 
der of the Christobal Colon parsed up the 
long line of men. When he came to tbe 
marines his orderly clung onto his neck 
and the sight was one that caused tears 
to ilow even from the eyes of the Amer- 
ican officers, fie passed along the line 
and hugged and kissed his moo, as 
though they were his own children, and 
the half-clad sailors wept and murmured 
parting words to their late commander. 
When the captain reachad the end of 
the long line he paused and cried as 
though his heart would break and tears 
fell from his eyes and then the Queen's 
"Jackies" rushed about him and be- 
dewed his face with their tears. 


One hour before the parting scene the 


robust and jovial appearing captain was 
laughing and joking with the newspaper 
men, and puffed away at a cigarette.

manly to all and when 
the writer 


asked him to 
write his name, he

cards saying: "This is about all I 
saved." The card was a steel, engraved 
one and bore the following: "E Diaz 
Moreu," Captain de Novio Comand, te 
del Acorazado "Ohristobal Colon."

When he 
went aboard the tug to return at five 
o'clock be was a changed man in ap- 
pearance and conld not stop his tears. 


ONLY TO bCHLEY. 


One of the marines from the Brooklyn 


told an interesting siory Monday which 
threw a sidelight on tbe Sampson-Sch- 
ley rivalry. Said he, as he leaned on 
his rifle by the prison camp: 


'I was on tbe Brooklyn in the fighl 


and I saw the whole of it. Our com 
modore fought like a min. Tbe Brook 
lyn and Oregon did tbe trick that Quisl- 
ed the Colon. 
We fought her to i 


standstill. 


When it came to a finish A J mini 


Sampson came up in the New York 
Our commodore had sent for him down 
the coast when tbe fight began. He 
came up just in time to get in a few 
shots after the fighting was over. 


•'Admiral Sampson sent a boat to the 


Colon and demanded that her captain— 
him'over there," jerking his thumb to 
ward where tbe Colon's captain stood 
"should surrender. 


"The captain of the Colon spoke 


right up in broken English and said: 
'Me no surrender to yon. Me no fight 
you, me no give np to you. Me fight my 
ship against your* first.' 


'•Then he came aboard and handed 


his sword to our commodore. Of course 
Schley returned bis sword. That is the 
true story of the surrender of the Colon," 
said the marine, in conclusion. Other 
marines from

same story.

British Emigration as EnflUfa Writers See

England no doubt loves us dearly, 


but the English authors have not yet 
discovered that fact in its entirety. 
Clark Bussell, Max Peuiberton and An- 
thony Hope, to say nothing of Oonan 
Doyle and Rudyard Kipling, will have 
It that all Americans are Yankees, al- 
though they would resent the charge 
that all Englishmen are cockneys. 


Another symptom of tbe drift is in 


relation to emigration from Great Brit- 
ain. Statistics show that an enormous 
number of people come to this country 
from Great Britain, but the novelists 
never heard of it 
Micawber and his 


interesting family went to Australia 
and got rich. So did every other emi- 
grant that Dickens sent abroad, unless, 
like Martin Chuzzlewit and Mark Tap- 
ley, they were sent to this country to 
point a moral and adorn a tale. All 
English writers resemble Dickens in 
that respect. In their stories the emi- 
grants all go to Australia, Canada, Af- 
rica — anywhere but the United States. 


This trait comes under the head of 
' ' loyalty to the crown. ' ' They know per- 
fectly well that the British emigrant, 
unless assisted by a British society, 
takes himself aud belongings to this 
country, and even if the society kindly 
lands him in Canada he takes the first 
chance of skipping over the border. The 
only time he goes to the "colonies" 
with cheerful alacrity is in tbe pages of 
a British novel. — Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

Washington, July 11.—Notice from 


General Shatter to the effect that he 
proposed to begin the assault and bom- 
bardment of Santiago today intensified 
the interest with which news from the 
front is being awaited at the wai de- 
partment, and there were many in- 
quiries at the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral, beginning in the early morning, 
(for the latest dispatches. 
To all of 


these but one answer was returned: 
General Shatter had been given a free 
hand to deal with the situation subject 
to but one condition, namely, that the 
{Spaniards In Santiago must be cap- 
tured, and he had not Informed the war 
department aa to the details of his plans 
further than was Indicated In the dis- 
patches received from him yesterday. 


The belief here is that the affair of 


yesterday was of little Importance, be- 
ing perhaps but a feint on the part of 
the Spaniaids to uncover the American 
'batteries, or to discover some weak 
•pot which might be made the point of 
attack In a sortie when it comes to that. 
The officials here do not conceal their 
apprehension that the enemy may es- 
caps from Santiago under cover of 
darkness, and aie consequently relieved 
each day -when the dispatches from the 
front show that they still occupy the 
town. 
The president himself was BO 


much concerned over the possible es- 
cape of the Spanish torce that he di- 
rected the sending of explicit orders to 
General Shatter to prevent it at ail haz- 
ards. 


This fact, taken in connection with the 


general's dispatches of yesterday formed 
the basis for the opinion expressed at 
the war department yesterday 
that 


Shatter's attack would not be made Im- 
mediately. It was gathered from these 
reports that he had not succeeded in 
extending his llnej> clear around the city, 
and it was feared that If he began the 
attack before completing the circum- 
vallation the enemy under the strength 
of his attack might escape through the 
uncovered northwest section and retreat 
toward Manzanlllo. over the road tra- 
versed by the reinforcements that last 
reached Santiago Now, however. Shat- 
ter reports that he expects to complete 


i lines today, presumably using for 


the purpose the reinforcements which 
reached him Saturday and yesterday, 
and it Is expected that the attack will 
be no longer delayed. 


Several telegrams were received at 


the navy department over night from 
Admiral Sampson. It Is said that they 
did not relate to the attack on Santiago, 
but touched the organization of Wat- 
son's expedition and the movement o* 
certain transports which had bean the 
object of Inquiry. 


The official reports of the American 


naval commanders who participated in 
the destruction of Cervera's squadron 
have been received at the navy depart- 
ment. They were brought there today 
by Ensign Calmer, who left Portsmouth, 
N. H., with them yesterday afternoon. 
Th« ensign delivered the reports at the 
navigation bureau, and they are now 
being examined.

8UN DAY'S BATTLE. 


Bombardment of SantUgo Wu Continued 


tout One Short Hour. 


Off Aguadores, Cuba, July 10, via Port 


Antonio. Ja., July 11.—The Brooklyn, 
Texas and Indiana, under Commodore 
Schley, began the bombardment of the 
City of Santiago at 515 this afternoon. 
In obedience to a request frem General 
Shatter, conveyed by a signal from the 
Ashore. 


The warships lined up from east to 


west, a quarter of a rnlle from the shore, 
and flred over the lime stone cliffs that 
come down to the sea and hide the city 
five miles away. 
The bombardment 


continued for one hour. 


After 35 shots had been fired from the 


8-Inch guns. Commodore Schley be- 
came convinced that the Brooklyn was 
falling short, and ordered a cessation 
permitting the battleships to continue, 
:hey with their larger guns having long- 
er range. The shots were nred appar- 
ently with great deliberation and at In- 
tervals of two minutes. The signals 
from the shore announced that the shells 
'ell a thousand feet short and a little 
to the left of the Spanish position. 


At dusk the squadron ceased firing en- 


tirely, and Commodore Schley sent a 
ilaunch to the shore to ask General 
Shatter If hjL desired firing continued 
during the nTjht. When the Assaclat- 
ed Press reporter went aboaid the 
Brooklyn, Commodore Schley said he 
was Ignorant of the purpose of the bom- 
bardment. The Associated Press re- 
porter read to him a message received 
at Juragua from a mounted coui ter say- 
ing: the artnistice was ended and that 
hostilities had b««n resumed. 


Commodore Schl«y said: 
"General 


Shatter signalled to me to begin the 
bombardment as soon as I could get 
into position. I doubted from the start 
•whether I could hit the city. I had to 
guess at its location and be very careful 
not to Injure our own army. If I bom- 
bard tomorrow I shall have range 
marks on shore to guide me, and I shall 
take the ships closer to the shore than 
today. 
The water off Aguadores is so 


smooth that our marksmanship was not 
affected by the swaying of the ship. It 
firing today I gave the turrets the 
greatest possible elevation by listing the 
ship. But I knew I would fall short. 
The guns will carry more than five 
miles, but to throw over the cliff a 
great elevation Is required." 


When the Dandy left Aguadores at 7 


o'clock the warships were still in posi- 
tion. 
During the bombardment the 


Dandy lay a quarter of a mile behind 
the line of ships. 


When the bombardment began a 


heavy rainstorm tvas In progress, with 
thunder and lightning, but artillery fire 
could be heard on shore, indicating that 
General Shatter had resumed'hostilities 
immediately on the ending of the ar- 
mistice. 


Following the roar of Commodore 


Schley's guns could be heard the shriek- 
ing of the shells as they sped on their 
way to the doomed Spanish city. 


Then came a long echo from the hills 


1-aok of Saa'iaee-. and sometimes a peal 
of thunder prolonged the reverberation 
and' gave the impression that the city 
was bombarded from sky, «ea and land. 


The situation must have been appall- 


ing to the Spaniards, and If General 
•Shatter made the demonstration tw 
the moral effect which It would have 
on the wavering enemy, he probably 
attained his end.
